Discussions regarding 
onty procedural matters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 812 01 of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. The docKet and serialxegister c^rds need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the. Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next officialcommunication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication^

It is desireable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant and 
examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when it is adequately recorded on the 
Form or in ah attachment to the Form, the examiner should check a box at the bottom of the Form informing the applicant that he need not supplement the Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the interview. 



It should be noted, however, that the. Interview Summary Form witl not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview unless it includes, 
or is supplemented bv the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the substance of the interview:

Applicant's summary of what took place at the interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the Interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly, on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting. forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication "Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and 
the examiner's initials.

1 . An expression vector for use in a composition useful for inducing 
tolerance, said expression vector comprising: 

a vector DNA sequence encoding a fusion immunoglobulin heavy chain, light 
chain, or both heavy chain and light chains, said DNA sequence operably linked to 

functional transcriptional and translation! control regions. 

said fusion immunoglobulin comprises a polypeptide or portion thereof 
containing at least one epitope, said polypeptide selected from the group consisting of: (a) 
a mammalian antigenic polypeptide; (b) an autoantigenic polypeptide ; and (c) an 
antigenic polypeptide of an allergen comprising at least two epitopes, fused to the 
variable region of said immunoglobulin hevy or light chain, 

wherein the expression vector is for use in a composition useful for inducing 
tolerance. 



2. An expression vector in a composition that induces tolerance, said 
expression vector comprising a nucleic acid sequence encoding a fusion protein 
operatively linked to a promoter, said fusion protein comprising: 1) an immunoglobulin 
heavy chain or light chain; and 2) a polypeptide or portion thereof containing at least one 
epitope, said polypeptide selected from the group consisting of: (a) a mammalian 
antigenic polypeptide; (b) an autoantigenic polypeptide ; and (c) an antigenic polypeptide 
of an allergen comprising at least two epitopes; wherein the expression vector in a 
composition induces tolerance. 
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1 . A pharmaceutical composition that induces tolerance to an antigen, said 
tolerogenic composition comprising a lymphoid cell suitable for introduction into an 
individual and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable excipient, wherein said cell contains a 
polynucleotide sequence encoding a fusion immunoglobulin heavy chain, light chain, or 
both heavy chain and light chains, 

said fusion immunoglobulin comprises a polypeptide or portion thereof 
containing at least one epitope fused to the variable region of said immunoglobulin heavy 
or light chain; 

wherein said lymphoid cell expresses a tolerogenic amount of fusion 
immunoglobulin. 

2. A composition for preparing a tolerogenic composition, said composition 
comprising: 

a lymphoid cell; and 

an expression vector, said expression vector comprising a polynucleotide 
sequence encoding a fusion immunoglobulin heavy chain, light chain, or both heavy 
chain and light chains, 

said fusion immunoglobulin comprises a polypeptide or portion thereof 
containing at least one epitope fused to the variable region of said immunoglobulin heavy 
or light chain. 
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3. A transformed lymphoid cell for preparing a tolerogenic composition, 
comprising a polynucleotide sequence encoding a fusion immunoglobulin heavy chain, 
light chain, or both heavy chain and light chains, 

said fusion immunoglobulin comprises a polypeptide or portion thereof 
containing at least one epitope fused to the variable region of said immunoglobulin heavy 
or light chain, 

wherein said lymphoid cell expressed a tolerogenic amount of fusion 
immunoglobulin. 
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
